ON Munday being Saint Johns day, thete was 
"a greatuproreat Weſtminſter, 'caufed by the 
aforeſaid Lapsford,. or oh Penh io 
| About noon the ſaid Munday, the-Archbiſhop- 
of Y.orke, the late. Biſhop of Lincolne , paſfing+to 
the Parliament Houſe, by many Apprentices of 
London.; ſome of, thoſe Apprentices! expreſſed

themſelves, that their defires was to haye Bitheps 
removed, no Biſhops. Art which-the Archbiſhop 
was very angry; and turning towards them,ſeemed 
as if he would have ſtruck ſome of them,. Bur they 
were not aby ting daunted with him; but ſtood to 
the matter, yet offering him no abuſe, oncly. cry- 
ing, No Biſhops.  - 

Then turned a Gentleman like man and drew his. 
ſword, as if he would fall upon them, or to defend 
the Biſhop, leit they ſhould have fallen upon him. 
The mean while the Prelate gat away, Now whilſt 
this Spark was vapouring with his blade,an honeſt 
man, fearipg tome mutiny might enſue herefrom, 
laid hands upon him, and with ſome otheraid, he 
was orderlycarried before the Houſeof Commons. 

 Abouttwo orthree houres-after came Colorel 
Lynsford, and with him about 30.men more all 
with, Swordsand Rapiers, who came. in through:

lers, that were there paſſed by them quire.through 
to the further doore, and ſome meancs being uſed 
forthe ſhutting of the further.doore, returned back 
again, as if they. would have gone forth. Bur ha- 
ving paſſed all the people, they turned back on a 
ludden, andall drew their ſwords and Rapiers,and. 
tcllupon the people with great violence. The peo- 
ple being for the moſt part unweaponed, fled be. 
fore them, and whenthey came to the further. gate 
it was ſhut ; and ſothey. could not paſſe our that. 
way,but were forced ſome to run into one Count,, 
ſome into anorher : others came up. ſtaires into the,

Court of Requeſt, where was Sir Richara Wiſeman, 
who ſeeing this ſudden mutiny , and perceiving 
how 1t went, ſpake moſt bravely to animate them 
ro return with ſuch weapons as they had, I will 
(quoth Sir Kichard ) ſpend my deareſt and beſt 
hands in defence of the Houſe of Commons, come 
(quoth he) fall on; There were Saylers that had 
go00d Trunchions in their hands, and Sir Richard 
with his Sword fell upon them as well as hecould. 

But $ir Richard Wiſeman was ſore put toit,for hee 
did not onely hold play with two of them, ut a- 
gaine the third alſo did run full at him with his

One of the Sailers was foylcd with 4.or 5,of them 
at once having no other weapon, ſave only a trun- 
chion Wherwnn i qu jr himſelt very ſtourly agiriſt 
chem all. 
And (fuch was Be Providefice of Almighty God) 
by this time, thoſe CitiFers and Fans.” þ (ha- 
ving no weapons about them, had brought downe 
Brick-battes inthe lappes of there clokes, which 
they had pulled up'n the Court of Requeſts, and 
with there thowing of the ſaid Brick-bates, did 
(immediatly) cauſe Lunſford, and his Company to 
Retreate,and forced them to flie: But ſome of them 
weretakenand carried before the Houſe: 
Lunsford himſelf was fain to wade above the deep- 
neſse of his bootes to take bote and ſo madeane- 
{capeby water.

'SirRichard Wiſeman and M. Lilbers and ſome 
others hearing of it,went to inquire after them, and 
whenthey came to the Abbey: Thoſe within the 
Abbey ſhor at them, and! ſome'of them alſo came 
forth with naked ſwordes and' after a cruell anda. 
moſt Butcherly manner fell upon them, and hane 
wounded Sir Richard and M.Lilborne andone M. 
Baſtifield was ſhox. in the face with ſmall ſhot, 
wherewith he was hurt very (ore: And an ancient 
Citizen in White Chappel was run into the fide,and 


divers others dangeroufly hurt:and\what the event 
will be, God knows.

A Frerwards about $. or 9, of theclodk, the Lz 
£ A Major, andthe Sherife of. Middleſex, went 
with a ſtrohg guard to Weſtminſter,and cauſed thoſe. 
Appreaticcs that were inthe Abbcytobe brought 
forth to them, and they brought them away. 

. 'Onthenext dayafter being Wedneſday , His 
Majeſtic ſent forth a Proclamation fraicly. to. 
charge and command all the Inhabitants of His 
Cities of London and Weſtminſter,and the Libereies 
thereof; andalſo of the Suburbs and Confines- of 
the ſaid Cities and places adjoyning, That upon 
no occafionthey do aſsemble themſelues. inaay 
Tumulcuous or Riotous manner, inany parr or. 
place in or neere the ſaid Citics or Liberties, and 
thatall perſons now afſembled in any. numbers, 
(without his Majeſtics authority). do. forchwith., 
upon publiſhing ofthe ſame,his Majeſties Procla- 


mation,diſfolverheir Aſſemblies and Companies, 
82d repatr to theur dwellingsor place of abade,up- 
on their perils, of being: proceeded againſt as vig- 
laters: of the publike Peace of this his Majeſties 
Kingdom, and of being puniſhed eccording:rothe 


ſevcrity of the Laws and Satutes of the ſame. 
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
